This will be completed 
at a depth of 375 feet and from the 
great flow of oil from the well when 
it was shot. The drillers reported 
that it is good for at least 4,000 bar- 
rels or possibly 5,000. This is the 
largest well that the Kentucky fields 
have emr produced.

The 
coimty is required to take the same 
assessment; that is, the County 
Equalisation Board is ordered by the 
Stata Tax Commission to make the 
assessment for State porposes, thwa- 
fore in doing so, makes the aasaas- 
ment for MMWftj pnrpoMS at the wmmm 
time. 

"Naturally the City Equalization 
Board will accept the values fixed on 
city property by the county and 
State equalizer. Therefore, the law 
which causes the increase in assess- 
ment for State purposes is responsi- 
ble for the increase in oiMstnty and 
city taxes as well. 

"The result of the recent increase 
in the city Uxes of Paris will cause 
a loss In revenue to owners of city 
proper^.

"A fair consideration of the coarse 
the five packers have followed and 
the position they have already reach- 
ed," said the report, "must lead to 
the conclusion that they t-hreaten the 
freedom of the market of the coun- 
try's food industries and of the by- 
product industries linked therewith.

Declaring "the history of the pack- 
ers' growth is interwoven with llle*- 
gal commissions, and radiates with 

undisclosed control of corporations," 
the report urged the independence of 
full publicity of corporate owentship 
for all industries.

less than two years ago. Pennies 
■uiy mot amount to much, but all 
these newi^apMB doubled their sale 
prices, with the result that Instead 
of four million there are now eight 
million pennies a day collected into 
treasury. And these are the princi- 
pal papers of the country that are 
ranting about "high prices,** and the 
charge made for service by the rail- 
roads, street car lines, lighting and 
power systems. One of these papers, 
printed in Washington, says that af- 
ter awhile things will be cheaper, 
and "then the street car companies 
will not need to increase fares in 
order to keep out of bankruptcy." 
The same newapaper has carried ^he 
stories of n ecessa ry prices of com- 
modities, labor, etc., amounting to 
from 50 to 100 per cent, in most In- 
stancet. ^

The street paving company which 
constructed Main street, and which 
was under bo-nd to keep the street in 
repair for a certain number of years, 
sent a letter to Paris officials enclos- 
ing a check for |100 to pay for so 
much needed improrements. The 
letter received said that the sending 
of the check was the only aetion the 
company proposed to take, and the 
city could take it or leare it, as it 
might suit their pleasure. 

Certain parts of Main street have 
fallen into a state of bad repair, be- 
ing in a really deplorable condition. 

Holes as big as the circumference 
of a hogshead have been worn in the 
surface, while a series of smaller 
ones are scattered from Tenth street 
to Second. A ride at fair speed over 
Main street is a good remedy for a 
torpid liver, and the Jolts these holes 
occasion would drive away even the 
"alcoholic blues." 

The new street cHrdinance for the 
construction of certain streets with 
improved materials was passed by a 
unanimous vote. The city is to pay 
one-third and the citizens two-thirds 
of the cost of construction. The 
Council confirmed the recommenda- 
tion of the Improvement Committee 
in the selection of Mr. A. H. Boeh- 
mer, of Loufanrllle, as eoastruotlon 
engineer. 

Chief of Police Link reported he 
had notified all delinquent persons, 
who had failed to take out licenses. 
The various names were handed over 
to the legal department for aetion. 

Concrete pavements were ordered 
built on the west side of Fithian ave- 
nue in front of the property of Ed. 
T. Rule. Mrs. Mary Walker. Mrs. L. 
R. Bramblette, J. J. Veatch, Clar- 
ence Plummer, John Chisholm, Mrs. 
R. M. Harris. Jss. Daugherty and 
Homer D. Shy. 

A permit was granted to the new 
Indepedent Tobacco Warehouse Co. 
to erect a sales warehouse, to be 
known as No. 3, on the north side of 
the present building. It is to cost 
apprmdmately |15,000. Architects 
are at work drawing plans and mak- 
ing specifications for the eonstruction 
of the building.

BOOnW THE FAH AMA eASAL. 

(Tbomas F. Logan in Leslie's. 
Gen. Goethals was told that the 
right way to stop the dides was to 
put a roof over the land alongside the 
canal, keep the rain from seeping 
into the soil, bore wells and pump 
out the water already in the earth 
and give the fjoll a chance to dry out. 
It was suggested that he ought first 
to cut away a great share of the 
weight of the hills along the cut, and 
then to roof over the remaining mass 
with aft asphalt sorCaee, that wooM 
prevent any more rain water being 
absorbed into the earth. That ad- 
vice was regarded at the time as 
rather ludicrous. Now it is begin- 
ning to be takem serfously; aad there 
is inquiry as to why it could not 
command attention earlier. The geo- 
logists who could not get a hearing 
insisted that, while the character 
and stratlfleation of the formation at 
Culebra favored slides, the real cause 
of the trouble was the surface ab- 
sorption of rain, as reports have 
shown rainfall as much as four 
inches in an hour. The geologists 
pointed out that the dry dock and 
soil would not slide, but that when 
water in such huge quantities was

WEIMER. July 14, (VIA €0B- 
LENZ) — ^The resolution ratifying 
the peace treaty was adopted by the 
German National AMHnwr -Wailioa- 
day by a vote of 208 to US. 

The resolution reads: 

"The peace treaty signed on June 
28, 1919, as well as the protocol an- 
nexed and special agreements on mil- 
itary occupation of the Rhineland are 
hereby ratified. This law becomes 
effective from IM Utm 9t ita pio- 
mulgration." 

Ratification of the peace treaty by 
the German National Assembly re- 
moves all doubt of the aceaptasee of 
the terms by Germany. 

The National Assembly by ratify- 
ing the treaty makes it possible for 
the Allied and Associated Powers to 
raise the blockade. Official notifica- 
tion was sent Germany June 29 that 
tiM blockade would ba xaiaed whan 
tlw treaty was latiflad. PlaciiMrtUa 
coaditioii on the raising of the Meek- 
ade waa looked upon in peace con- 
ference circles as a sure plan for se- 
curing speedy ratification by Ger- 
many. 

The Council of Five previously de- 
cided to lift the commercial censor- 
ship on communications with Ger- 
many tlmamammmdw wmSm hMc- 

ade. 

The resolution adopted by the Al- 
lied council concerning the blockade 
was as follows: 

"The superior blockade council is 
instructed to base its arrangements 
for rescinding restriction upon trade 
with Germany upon the assumption 
that the Allied and Associated 
Powers will not wait to raise the 
blockade until the conipletion of rati- 
fication, as provided zor at tiie* end 
of the tvaaty with Germany, but that 
it is to be lalaed immediately upon 
recieipt of information that the treaty 
of peace has been ratified by Ger- 
many." 

Promulgation of the resolution 
ratifjring the treaty is dependent up- 
on the signing of the resolution by 
President Ebert. ^ 

The German National Assembly is 
the first elective body in any country 
whose representatives signed the 
treaty to adopt a ratifying resolu- 
tion. The treaty has been laid before 
the British, French and Belgrian par- 
liaments, and will be placed before 
the Senate of the United States 
Thursday by President Wilson.

A correspondent wants to know 
who founded the Red Cross. But 
she desires that her name be with- 
held, baaiuM she to a (member of the 
Red Cross and is ashamed that she 
does not know wlio founded the in- 
stitution. 

Lake Division headquarters of the 
American Red Croas supplies the 
following information: Henri Dun- 
ant was the founder of the Red 
Cross. He was a man of means, de- 
voted much of hto life to the alevi- 
atlon of hnauui snffaring and was 
known aa oaa of the most philanthro- 
pic of men. He was half French and 
half Swiss, 

After the battle pt Solferino, where 
the Austrians were routed and where 
JBurope was freed from the menace of 
the Hapsburgs, Dunant visited the 
field and the hospitals. The arrange- 
ments for taking ci^re of the wound- 
ed were so poor that he determined 
then and there to devote the rest of 
his life to perfecting plans for the 
care and treatjment of soldiers en- 
gaged in battle — and he didn't care 
whoae soldiers they were. He be- 
gan writing letters to prominent 
people, and asking for support of his 
proposition. 

, Empress Eugenia, of France, was 
one of the first prcMninent persons to 
take an interest In Dunant's proposi- 
tion. The mother of the ex-Kaiser 
was early impressed with the idea. 
She was a daughter of Queen Victo- 
ria, of England. She and Bngenia 
had much to do with the auceess of 
the idea, but many other prominent 
people also had^ cood deal to do 
with it. 

A convention was called at Geneva 
on October 26, 1863, and fourteen 
nations sent representatives, the ob- 
ject of the convention being stated 
to be "An international conference 
for the purpose of inquiring into the 
means for correcting the inadequacy 
of the sanitary* service of armtos in 
the field." Dunant addressed the 
conference and urged his ideas upon 
the delegates, with the result that 
the convention adopted reaolutions 
declaring war hoivltate inviolate, 
and ordering that nurses and sur- 
geons should he safe from molesta- 
tion, fhe delegates made arrange- 
iments at the time for the formation 
of an Intermattonal society to attend 
to the details, and adopted the em- 
blem — a Red Cross upon a white 
field. That wi^i the fVlSl* qf the 
Red Cross. 

To-day the ezten^km of the Idea, 
service to sufferers of all nations and 
peoples, constitutes the peace time 
program of thto world revered orga- 
nization.

In the Fibular Science Monthly 
and World's Advance appears an ac- 
count of the Inveatlgttthwia conducted 
by Dr. Fraaeto .Wm, aa Rngltoh 
zoologtot, into, the beha^r apd life 
of fish in their natural envlnnunent. 

Speaking of the emotions ot differ- 
ent fish, the writer says: 

"We are accustomed to think that 
only we humans become pallid with 
fear, or agitated with joy. But some 
experiments with perch in the arti- 
ficial pond show that when their re- 
po.se is suddenly disturbed by tapping 
on the glass the fish visibly tremble, 
and the bars which are characteris- j 
tic of this species actually disappear 
when the dtoturbance is removed and 
the eqiuuiimlty of the fish is restored. 

"Sometimea a pike that is rapidly 
advancing on hto prey becomes sus- 
picious about the latter'a eharaeter. 
The pursuer will suddenly atop. In an 
attitude of doubt,-hls back will arch, 
and he will remain suspended as 
though studying the cause of hto sus- 
picions. Only when he is thoroughly 
reassured does he become rigid, to 
advance to the final attack; if his 
suspicion is not allayed, he drops to 
the bottom of the pond or swims off 
in dtoappolmtMit"

As a general rule there to nothing 
serious about a loss of appetite, and 
if you skip a meal or only eat two 
meals a day for a rHv days you will 
soon have a relish for your meals 
when meal time come-s.

JOHNSON. 

— Following an illness from a com- 
plication of diseases, extending over 
a period 'of several months, Mr. Wm. 
Henry Harrlsoa Johnson, aged ser- 
enty-nine, one of the hest-known and 
most respected of the older genera- 
tion of Paris citizens, paid the great 
debt to nature at his home on Mt. 
Airy Avenue, in this city, at 7:10 
o'clock Sunday -night. Mr. Johnson 
had been ill for several months, and 
all t-hat medical science could do 
could not prolong his life further. 
About two years ago he fell on the 
ley pavement, sustaining injuries 
from which he neyer fully reeorered, 
and which kept him Tlrtiially a pros- 
oner in his home. 

Mr. Johnson was a natlTe of this 
county, harlag heen horn near llil- 
lersburg. His parents were 
the late James Harrison and Susan 
Martin Johnson, both prominent res- 
idents of the Millersburg vicinity. 
He received hi.s early education in 
the schools of his time, and in after 
years engaged in business in Mil- 
lersburg, 

Mr. Johnson's wife. Mrs, Elizabeth 
Johnson, died in 1903. For several 
years Mr. Johnson conducted the 
Johnson House in Millersburg. one of 
the most noted hostelries of the day, 
and one which is rememhered to this 
day by the older residents for the ez- 
eellenee of its euisin^. Mr. Johnson 
was a man of many intellectual at- 
tainments and had a wonderful mem- 
ory. During the period of his un- 
willing confinement at -his home he 
enjoyed nothing so much as having 
his friends call and go over the old 
times with him. his mind proving a 
veritable storehouse of facts, inci- 
dents and happenings in connection 
with local, county and State history 
that was truly remarkable. 

After Mr. Johnson and family mov>; 
ed to Paris he entered the grocery 
buaineas. which he continued up to 
the time he was eompelled to retire 
from actire business. 

He was a member of Halleek Lodge 
I. O. O. F., of Millersburg. and was 
always deeply interested in the work 
of that order. He was one of the 
leading members of the Baptist 
church.

The encampment of the Kentucky 
State Guard has ]»een postponed un» 
til August 23. It will last one week. 
The government ,had agreed that 
the State Ouards might use Camp 
Zachary Taylor during July. 

However, it will be impossible for 
the encampment to be held this 
month, according to a telegram from 
Adjutant General Tandy Ellis, to Dr. 
H. B. Tileston, Captain of the Louis- 
ville company. The reason given 
was that members will be unable to 
attend from Lexington and Paducah 
because of it being iianrest time. 

An effort will be made to obtain 
permission of the goremment to use 
the camp next month. 

There are four oompaniai of t|ie 
State Gaurd, of seventy-lnre men 
each. The men enlisted for home 
duty during the emergency and t-heir 
term of enlistment expires one month 
after ratification of peace. The plan 
of the organizers is to make these 
companies the nucelus for reorgani- 
zation of the old First Kenti^ky Reg- 
iment ^ ' 7'.

One year ago, when the fate of 
the world was hanging in the bal- 
ance, the Amertean scrtdler In the 
front line trenches in France was 
given the word to start for Berlin. 

To the glory of American arms, 
when the doughboy was ordered to 
go ten miles he did not halt and say, 
"No, I won't go ten miles. I'll just 
go eight miles." He went the full 
ten miles and many more and de- 
mocracy was saved. 

Last fall the Amerlean people 
pledged the largest sum ever sub- 
scribed in the history of man for a 
similar purpose; to minister to the 
physical, mental and spiritual needs 
of men In the servlee everywhere.
